Seven Convicts Missing At 
Roll Call After Officers 
Quell Rioters 


FLAMES SW EEP PRISON 


$150,000 Loss Results To 
Institution Following Fight 
In Dining Hall 
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PITTSBURGH, 
Pa., 
July 18.— 
Seven convicts were missing at the 
roll call in Western Pennsylvania 
penitentiary here today after fires 
and wild rioting when the prisoners 
rebelled during lunch. 
The fire loss 
is estimated at $150,000. m 
Two firemen and five inmates were 
injured by gunshot wounds, while 
scores were slightly hurt. 
The riot started when two prison­ 
ers struck each other while 
taking 
their places at tables. An instant lat­ 
er the prison fire 
alarm 
sounded 
and men leaped upon tables, howling 
like maniacs and hurling 
anything 
within reach at guards. 
The mad men raced through 
the 
buildings and carried fire into sec­ 
tions where the flames had not 
al­ 
ready reached. Brooms were lighted 
and carried bv the convicts. Bedding 
was slacked high and fired. 
Prisoners Stone Guards 
Soon the prison was a roaring fur­ 
nace and the firemen were 
battling 
with the prisoners. 
Some 
inm ates 
climbed the fifth tier of cells 
and 
began hurling bricks from 
the 
top 
of the inside wall at guards and fire­ 
men. 
Like animals, 
the long 
term ers 
crawled and clung to window 
bars 
howling at thousands of spectators 
that had gathered w’hen dense clouds 
of smoke rolled from the buildings. 
The rioters were quelled only after 
scores of police overwhelmed 
them 
and restored order. 
Prison officials said they believed 
the missing would be found 
hidden 
about the grounds. 
Several prisoners rushed at 
the 
guards. 
They 
ripped furniture to 
hits and used table legs and chairs 
as 
bludgeons. 
Others 
grabbed 
knives, forks and tin plates from 
tho tables. The air was filled with 
flying missiles. 
The fighting spread from the din­ 
ing room until the whole peniten­ 
tiary was involved. Guards on the 
walls ran up and down, threatening 
with their rifles the convicts mill­ 
ing around the yards. 
Plan Jail Delivery 
Other guards, armed with rifles 
and revolvers, opened fire on 
the 
convicts as they rushed them again 
and again in an effort to capture the 
gates and effect a general jail de­ 
li very. 
Tho fires were started one after 
the other in rapid succession, and 
goon the air was heavy with smoke, 
in the midst of which the hand-to- 
hand fighting raged on. 
Hundreds 
of prisoners, clad in their gray and 
black striped garments, pawed fran­ 
tically, like caged maniacs at 
the 
bars through broken windows and 
screamed and cursed like mad men 
at the thousands who had gathered 
around the prison. 
Hundreds of shots were fired in 
an effort to quiet the convicts, but 
this only increased their fury. 
Armed with knives and forks and 
the tin plates from the dining room 
torn 
into 
strips, with 
razor-like 
edges, the prisoners stormed 
the 
guards and threatened to assume 
possession of the great gray struc­ 
ture, but they were finally overpow­ 
ered. 
Patrol Outer W alls , 
Stray shots were heard here and 
there 
throughout 
the prison, but 
these were to quiet some groups of 
men that had been penned in a sin­ 
gle cell. 
State 
troopers 
were en 
route from Grennsburg barracks to 
patrol the prison tonight and 
to 
prevent any new outbreaks. 
Prac­ 
tically every available policeman in 
the city was on guard patrolling the 
outer walls and holding back 
the 
tens of thoustands of curious that 
gathered. 
At frequent intervals blood-curd­ 
ling yells 
would 
arise from 
the 
prison 
as the inmates would 
let 
loose another vicious howl.

Tile county board of equalization 
today raised the assessment of the 
Birch Oil company $183,000. 
The assessment last year was $886,- 
375. 
This year’s assessment, as fix­ 
ed by County Assessor James Sleep­ 
er and turned over by him to the 
board of equalization, was $1,153,- 
045. 
Following a hearing last week 
on the petition of the Birch Oil com­ 
pany for a reduction 
of 
its 
as­ 
sessment on the ground that County 
Assessor Sleeper had treated the 
company unjustly, the total assess­ 
ment today was fixed at $1,336,300. 
The decision 
of 
the 
board 
of 
equalization to deny the Birch peti­ 
tion tor a reduction and 
to 
raise 
’he assessm ent came largely as the 
result ox the examination of two oil 
engineers, R. B. Moran of the Birch 
company and C. S. Thomas, called 
by Assessor Sleeper, whose conten­ 
tions throughout had been that he 
had given the 
Birch 
company 
a 
square deal instead of having treat­ 
ed it unjustly, as it claimed. 
Sleeper’s Method 
In making his assessment on an 
oil company with a producing 
well. 
Sleeper took the value of 
the 
oil 
produced tor the year, subtracted the 
lost of operations, and thus secured 
the company’s net profit. 
He figur­ 
ed the property worth ten times the 
net profiL ami, as he assesses on a 
basis of forty per cent 
of 
actn&l 
value, forty per cent of that figure 
became the assessment figure. 
Both Moran and Thomas testified 
that in the oil world, oil property is 
worth what it is figured it can clear 
in five years. 
Moran testified that he 
believed 
his client's property to be worth $1,* 
350.000 now. The record was pulled 
on Moran. 
In fighting the 1916 tax 
payment. Birch company called Mo­ 
ran as a witness 
in 
the 
superior 
court. At that time Moran 
testified 
thai the Birch property in 1916 was 
worth $370,000. 
The inquiry developed 
that 
in­ 
stead of the Birch company’s cost of 
operations being 82 1-2 cents a bar­ 
rel, which Sleeper had allowed the 
company in figuring its net 
profit, 
the company’s cost of 
operations 
was only 40 cents a barrel. 
The 
company is doing no developing. Its 
profit last year was $750,000. 
The expert, Thomas, put on 
the 
stand by Sleeper and IMstrict Attor­ 
ney A. P- Nelson, testified that the 
Birch property is more valuable than 
any other similar 
acreage 
in 
the 
Urea field. Below it lies the peak of 
an oil poo1. The Birch wells, said he, 
will be producing after all other wells 
roundabout, go dry. He 
said 
the 
property is really worth over 4 mil­ 
lions as an investment. 
In reaching a conclusion 
as 
to 
what Birch's assessment should be, 
the board of equalization 
used 
not 
only Sleeper’s method 
of 
calcula­ 
tion but also the method that Moran 
and Thomas had agreed Is used 
by 
oil men. Instead of asking the prop­ 
erty, theoretically, to pay out in five 
years, th*1 hoard figured it for four 
and a half years. That is. 
it multi­ 
plied the last year's profit by 4 1-2. 
In that 
way, 
the 
new 
total 
for 
Birch’s assessm ent was fixed. 
The raise of $185,255 means 
that 
the Birch company on the basis 
of 
last year’s tax rates will have to pay 
nearly $6,000 more in taxes than it 
would have had to pay had it not 
decided this year to fight Sleeper’* 
assessm ent just as It had done e«cfc 
year for several years past

while the hurrah stuff will have to 
batten down tight to keep the gale 
from upsetting the derrick. 
There has been a general skid­ 
ding among the com panies th a t have 
depended upon sales widely distri­ 
buted to the public for financing. 
The plight of the H untington Cen­ 
tral in having to call an assessm ent 
even after a strong well has flowed 
for fourteen days, has given a jolt. 
However, 
th ere w as 
a general 
tumbling of sky-rocketting 
stocks 
before that assessm ent w as slapped 
on. 
Just why the tum ble?

The state corporations departm ent 
In a letter published in The Register 
says that neither the oil companies

“To avoid the penalty,” says a no­ 
tice issued by Carter, “the returns 
must be on file on or before mid­ 
night of that date. 
“Blank forms have been mailed to 
all corporations of record, and if not 
received, should be applied for im­ 
mediately. 
“The capital stock tax is a special 
excise tax imposed on corporations 
with respect to carrying on or doing 
business. The tax on domestic cor­ 
porations is $1 for each $1000 in 
excess of $5000 of the fair average 
value of its capital stock for the pre­ 
ceding year ending June 30. Foreign 
corporations are required to pay a 
tax at the rate of $1 for each $1000 
of their 
capital 
employed in the 
United States without the benefit 
of the $5000 reduction. 
P ayable in Advance 
“The tax is payable in advance, re­ 
turns filed this month covering the 
taxable year beginning July I, 1921. 
and ending June 30, 1922. 
“The bureau of internal revenue 
estimates th at approximately 325,000 
such returns will be filed, and that 
tjie amount of revenue collected from 
this source will be approximately 
$90,000,00. 
“Returns are required of every cor­ 
poration, regardless of the par value 
of Its capital stock. 
“Corporations claiming exemption 
are required to file returns setting 
forth their reasons for such claims, 
accompanied by evidence in support 
thereof. 
“If. because of lack of complete 
data or other reasons than illness or 
absence, it is impossible to file a 
complete return on or before July 31, 
a tentative return may be filed, re­ 
porting the approximate fair value, 
in order th at an initial assessment 
may be made, thus avoiding pen­ 
alty.

IT IS UP TO THE BUYER 


The limitations of the state corporations depart­ 
ment in its powers and inclination to protect the public 
against stock-selling concerns are outlined in a letter 
from D. W. Minier, assistant engineer of the depart­ 
ment, published in The Register Friday. 
"It is not the function of this department,’’ said 


the letter, “ to say to a man that he shall not gamble 
his money, accepting any odds he chooses. 
The cer­ 
tificates issued by this department contain recitals of 
the area and the amount of leases of companies, the 
amount of capitalization, the amount of stock issued 
for promotion, and the amount of stock to be sold to 
the public, and lay down conditions on which the 
stock is to be sold. 
"From the statements contained in the permit, it 


is for the public to determine whether it invests its 
money in the concern.” 
This statement of the assistant engineer must em­ 
phasize in the minds of those who have read and con­ 
sidered its purport the fact that there is an element of 
chance involved in the purchase of oil stocks. 
What­ 
ever oily salesmen may say about big dividends and 
dead sure things, the fact remains that there i* a 
gamble, and no one ought to buy oil stock unless he 
goes into the matter with his eyes open, knowing that 
he is in nearly every case accepting odds. 
Tile state corporations department points out that 


it is not responsible for failure of companies to pro­ 
duce oil. 
Those who have had the idea that California’s 


blue sky law or any other state’s blue sky law is a 
guarantee of business sagacity and integrity on the 
part of men entering into a corporation should revise 
their conception of the practical duties of the state 
corporations department. Clever salesmen have often 
persuaded unthinking and uninformed prospects into 
believing that the mere issuance of a certificate by 
the state corporations department is a guarantee of 
good faith on the part of the directors of their com­ 
pany, and that the state has officially given sanction 
to the plans of the company as a feasible and prac­ 
ticable business investment. 
Tile state department makes no such guarantee. It 


recites the conditions under which the company is al­ 
lowed to sell stock. 
It is up to the prospective in­ 
vestor to read the statement, discount the enthusiasm 
and assertions of the salesman that are not in keeping 
with the statement, use his common sense, and then 
make up his mind wheter he is willing to gamble. 
If he decides to gamble, an honest company will 


give him his money’s worth in the jackpot, 
lf he de­ 
cides not to gamble, the stock concern probably need 
not go far to find somebody who will. 
-

A thorough-going student 
of history calls attention to the fact, which is sustain­ 
ed by unassailable evidence, that during the Revolu­ 
tionary war Haiti raised a volunteer regiment of 800 
negro troops, and that this regiment rendered effective 
service under Washington’s command. 
Amang other 


engagements, the Haitians fought at the battle of S a­ 
vannah, and, according to a French record, they are 
credited with having saved the revolutionary army on 
that occasion by covering the retreat of the French 
and American forces. 
It is never safe to be contemptuous of any nation, 


big or little, without a thorough knowledge of history; 
and the well informed student is seldom contemptuous 
because he finds things that command respect in the 
record of nearly every race. 


A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 


As a result of the President’s invitation of the 


principal allied powers to a disarmament conference, 
and the friendly spirit in which the powers concerned 
are responding, the outlook for the world is more hope­ 
ful today than it has been for two years. 
The proposed international conference will be the 


biggest and most important gathering of allied states­ 
men since the Paris conference. 
In certain important 


respects it will amount to a second sitting of that con­ 
ference. 
Though not formally called for that pur­ 
pose. it will be in position to discuss the main points 
involved, in die light of the present world situation, 
and to suggest new modes of procedure. 
Out of this conference may come plans for such 


a revision of the Paris treaty as will enable the United 
States to bring its share in the war to dignified and 
satisfactory conclusion, and out of it may come such 
an understanding regarding disarmament and other 
vital matters as will give better assurance of future i 
peace and lightened tax burdens. 
In short, there opens up anew, after long and 


heart-breaking delay, a possibility of the American | 
people obtaining, after all, the main things they fought 
for in the great war. 
Public approval of this move 


has been instant and enthusiastic. 
There is a rare 


opportunity for wise statesmanship, and the adminis­ 
tration will be expected to make the most of it.

And, barring 
the intrigues which blossom in­

If it proves so, another cen­ 
ter of trouble will be removed, 
for Central America has been a 
prolific breeder of wars, revolu­ 
tions and disturbing conditions 
generally, all of which have had 
a more or less serious effect on 
world affairs. 
The federation has a popula­ 
tion of some 5,000,000, with a 
territory stretching from Mex­ 
ico to the Panama republic rich 
in natural resources and unde­ 
veloped 
agricultural 
possibili­ 
ties.

For this organization appears to be spreading in 
an underground fashion. 
Its violent treatment of 
Pinto in running him out of town without a trial or 
hearing of any kind may be duplicated wherever it 
gets a foothold. 
While it may profess the highest principles, any 
organization of this kind which judges the conduct of 
a private individual and inflicts penalties according 
to its whim is offensive and dangerous to fundamen­ 
tal Americanism. 
It tends inevitably to become an engine of per­ 
sonal persecution, and its existence is always con­ 
trary to the principle of liberty within the law. 
Only in the courts of justice and before his peers 
can any man be held responsible, and only by them 
can punishment be inflicted, according to the uni­ 
versal American ideal. 
Such organizations stop very little short of be-! 
ing an organized expression of lynch law. 
That we do need reform in American crimiiml i 
procedure and a stricter enforcement of the law very! 
few will question. 
But to attempt to set up in any 
community a group of private citizens who will exer­ 
cise these functions is to start backward toward the 
savage days of individual vengeance. 
No thinking American can countenance any such 
organization, and must regard with grave fears the 
extension of its operations.

By far the most interesting craft 
on the upper Tigris are the "qufa” 
and the "kelak,” this latter coming 
from upriver and descending to Bag­ 
dad. 
The “qufa,” as seen in Bag­ 
dad today, Is a circular tub made of 
interwoven osiers, covered outside 
with pitch. 
The largo ones are as 
much as six feet across and four or 
five feet deep. 
They aer propelled 
by two men, who stand close togeth­ 
er and leaning over the edge, dip 
their paddles deep into the water 
and sweep them away from each 
other. 
In summer these coracles come 
floating down to the city, spinning 
slowly round and round, piled high 
with fat, juicy melons, their gun­ 
wales almost awash. 
But they are 
steady enough boats, not easily cap­ 
sized. 
The "kelak,” on the other 
band, Is really a raft made up of 
large numbers of inflated p iggin s 
lashed together and decked over with 
timber and brushwood. 
These float 
down stream with the current, often 
carrying firewood, cut in the ’moun­ 
tains at the source of the Tigris to 
Bagdad.
